This famou s 
mine is in Yavapai Cou nty, one of the 
most prominent mineral cou nties of the 
territory.

Imagine a mou ntain that is filled with 
several parallel veins containing gold, sil­ 
ver,copper and iron. The diameter of this 
mou ntain is not more than a mile. 
The 
line of the diameter is followed by a tu n­ 
nel a mile long, and the distance from this 
tu nnel, which penetrates the mou ntain at 
its base, to the su mmit is abou t a fifth of 
a mile. 
So we have separated by this 
tu nnel the top of this mou ntain from the 
main body of the land above which it 
rises. Throu gh this hill men have con­ 
stru cted variou s other tu nnels and, meet­ 
ing them perpendicu larly, shafts. 
The first miners secu red their ore near 
the su rface. 
Those who su cceeded them 
constru cted tu nnels and shafts, following 
the veins farther down into the mou ntain 
and selecting from the ore the specimens 
which contained the largest qu antity of 


a ton. 
In su ch places the veins are very 
narrow, bu t they broaden again, the rich­ 
ness decreasing to from $15 to $25 a ton. 
hu t the qu anity of ore increasing. 
The 
sou rces of greater profit from an Arizona 
gold mine now, 
contrast to those of an 
earlier period, consist in the working of 
the more permanent bodies of su lphide ore 
in the redu ction of the cost of getting val­ 
u es, in the improvement of processes, by 
which all the valu es are gotten from all 
the ore, and the immense decrease in the 
cost of freight. 
Large qu antities of ore 
are in the old workings of Henrietta, left 
by those who formerly worked the u pper 
levels; and 11,000 tons of tailings, or waste 
from the old mill, containing $4 of gold 
and silver to the ton. 
Railroads which have penetrated this 
mineral region of Arizona at tremendou s 
cost redu ce freght expenses; and one of 
these roads, the Santa Fe, Prescott 
& 
Phoenix has bu ilt its line past the door 
of the Henreitta mine, and seven miles 
away is the Val Verde smelter, to which 
ores are shiped at small cost. The money 
of the East is developing the mines of the 
West. 
While the first owners of the Hen 
rietta reached the mine over miles of 
rou gh mou ntain trail, on foot or horseback 
the present owners, who are mosly prom 
inent Chicago bu siness men, traveled 
thither at. different times in two special 
trains of Pu llman cars, complete with din 
ers and library. 
While the owners in­ 
spected the mine their cars stood on a side 
track u ntil they were ready to retu rn to 
them.

“God b less and prosper you!” b e 
cried eagerly, raising b is b ands to 
heaven. “There! The picket is in that 
house yonder, and the sentry stands 
near that tree.” 
The intense cold and heavy snow had 
driven the twenty-five men who com­ 
posed the advance picket to shelter, 
and they were huddled together in one 
of the rude huts which served as a 
guardhouse.

Captain W ashington and Mon­ 
roe and one of the men were wounded. 
Another fell dead. The men hesitated. 
Talb ot sprang to the head of the col­ 
umn in ob edience to the general's nod, 
and they rallied, advanced on the run.

tured. 
Meanwhile the tire of Stark’s riflemen 
could b e heard at the other end of the 
town.

“TJiis is Indeed a glorious day for our 
country.” said the general to Seymour. 
It was. In fact, the turning point in 
the history of the nation. The captives

served his even calmness and was ap­ 
parently unaffected b y the hardships 
of the day was the commander himself 
—the iron man. Late into the night he 
dictat'd and wrote letters and orders, 
to b e dispatched in every direction In 
tlie morning. 
The successful issue of 
his daring adventure entailed yet fur­ 
ther responsib ilities, and the campaign 
w as only ju s t b egun. 
As for himself, 
the world now knew him for a soldier. 
And a withered old man in tlie palace 
of the Sans Soucl in Berlin, who had 
himself known victories and defeats, 
who had himself stood at b ay, facing a 
world in arm s so successfully that men 
colled him “the Great,” called this and 
the sub sequent campaign the finest 
military exploit of the age!

An incident of the Austro-Prussian 
war of 1800 was told as follows b y the

A soldier (a gypsy) entered, and on my 
asking what was the m atter he told me 
that the enemy was approaching to 
surprise us. 
“ ‘The outposts have not heard any­ 
thing suspicious,’ I said. 
‘No, your 
highness, b ecause the enemy is still a 
long way off.’ 
‘But how do you know 
this?’ I asked. 
‘Come to the window, 
your highness,’ answered tlie man. ‘Do 
you see those b irds flying over the 
wood toward the south?’ 
‘Yes, I see 


numb ered nearly 1,000 men, with 1.200 I 
lul*' 
w l! 
stand of arms, six fieldpieces, twelve 
drum s and four colors, including the 
gorgeous b anner of the Anspachers, 
the Yon Lossb urg regiment. 
Of the Continentals only two were 
killed and four wounded, while up-

ward of a hundred of the Hessians 
were killed and wounded, among the 
killed b eing Rahl and Von Dechow, the 
first and second in command.

whole of this b rilliant affair scarcely 
occupied an hour. 
As none of the other divisions had 
got across, it was scarcely safe for 
W ashington to remain on the east side 
of the river in the presence of the 
vastly, superior forces of the enemy, 
which would b e concentrated upon him 
without delay. 
So, after giving the 
men a much needed rest, securing 
their b ooty and b urying the dead, the 
evening found the little army, with Its 
prisoners, retracing its steps toward 


the ford 
and 
its former 
camping 
ground. 
But with w hat different feelings the 
hungry, wornout, tattered mass of 
men marched along in the b itter night! 
The contrast b etween the well clothed 
and well fed Hessians and their cap­ 
tors was surprising b ut not less strik­ 
ing than that b etween their going out 
and coming in. Little recked the fro­ 
zen men of the hardships of the way. 
Tlmy had shown the world that they 
possessed other capab ilities than facil­ 
ity in retreating, and no American ar­ 
my, however small or feeb le, would 
ever again b e despised b y any foe. 
The return passage was made with­ 
out incident, save that just on the crest 
of the hills leading down to the ford 
the general, 
who was in advance 
again, noticed a suspicious looking, 
snow covered mound b y the roadside. 
Riding up to it, one of his aids dis­ 
mounted and uncovered the b ody of a 
man, a Continental soldier, frozen to 
death. 
Tho cold weapon was grasped 
tightly in the colder hand. 
A Uttie 
farther on there was another b ody 
asleep in the snow—another soldier! 
The last was that man of the head­ 
quarters guard who had spoken of his 
little children at home on Christmas 
day. They would *a it a long time b e­ 
fore they saw him again. He had b een 
willing to fight the whole English 
army! 
Ah, wsll, a sterner foe than 
any who marched b eneath the red 
flag of G reat Britain had grappled with 
him, and he had b een defeated—b ut he 
hud won his freedom! 
For forty hours now that little b and 
o f men had marcb od and fought and 
when it reached its camp at midnight

The enemy is 
marching through the wood and has 
frightened « ill those b irds.’ 
“ ‘Very well, my lad. 
You can go.’ 
I at once ordered the outposts to b e re- 
enforced and the camp to b e alarmed. 
An hour later the outposts were fight­ 
ing with the enemy, and our camp was 
only saved b y the keen ob servation of 
a simple gypsy.”

I wrote my 
will, and so did dearly ev eTy man In 
my army. 
If we had not won that 
b attle, we would have needed no lint« 
of retreat. 
It was, from our stand­ 
point, victory or annihilation. The only 
preparation necessary for the contin­ 
gency of defeat at Buena Vista was 
that we should write our wills.”

J efferson was 
a Virginia artistocrat and a rich man , 
who became richer by his marriago j 
with a widow who owned 138 slaves 
and 40,000 acres. 
Y et he was such a , 
high roller” that, after eight years 
of ex travagant living and unbounded 1 
hospitality as president, he 
found 
J 
him self bankrupt and was afraid to I 
leave Washington lest his creditors j 
should arrest him . 
“ We know, on the authority of 
Frederick Guernsey, that he lode in a | 
coach imported from France, drawn' 
by a pair of horses costing $L6,000, a 
great amount for that 
tim e. 
HU 
table was served by a butler and foot­ 
man in livery and be dined with cere­ 
mony on silver plate. 
At one tim e be 
had $8 000 worth of wine in his cellar, 
and more than 
1,000 bottles were 
found there when he died. 
“ His coat of arms was bnt another 
indication that his tastes were not 
¡democratic or simple. 
He always dis- 
¡ played it and it even appears cn the 
fence surrounding his tomb. 
“ And he spent his great fortune as 
lavishly that he had to sell his private 
library to congress for $23,000, and to 
save his home at Monticelle,, New 
York subscribed $8,500 Philadelphia

cost a man about half a million a 
year.”
